Corn and Hogs. 


Philosophers sometimes make queer 


deductions. Here now is Mr. 0. Wood 
Davis, a le irned gentleman and expert 
in food stuffs and population, arguing 
in Tho Forum that tho increased usa of 
cottonseed oil as an article of human 
food and of cottonseed meal as an ani- 
mal food has brought down tho price of 
corn cno-fourth and diminished the 
number of hogs in tho country one-third. 


If Mr. Davis had kept up with the 


history of domestic animals in the 
Union, he -would have found first that 
in tho panics yoar and in tho years im- 
mediately following tho price of pork, 
like all othor farm products, fell so low 
that agriculturists became discouraged 
and ceased to raise hogs. 
That de- 


creased Ka( ir number heavily, just as 
the number of sheep, horses and beef 
cattle tell off from the same cause. That 
added to the immenae corn crops for 
three years of course brought down the 
price of this cereal. 


Thou whun the times became a shade 


better and hogs wore in active demand 
another cause broke loose which re- 
duced their number even lower. 
That 


was hog cholera. In 189B some of the 
western states lost millions of dollars 
from this ctiuse. It is and has been the 
shortness of tho crop of live stock of 
nearly all kinds, especially beeves, sheep 
and hogs, that made the price of corn 
low. 
It is net likely either that corn 


will be fed to hogs again as it used to 
be. Tho market demand, especially the 
export demand, in pork is for a pig that 
has much more lean moat than corn 
will produce. This loan must be made 
by other foods than corn. The thing to 
do with our greatest coreul crop is to 
develop a market for corn bread, grits 
and hominy in Europe and Asia. 


't-uVroductiiff ^tls Fiancee. 


There is doubt in some man's mind 


very often as to when be should make 
known to lun people the girl he hopes 
to marry. In fcomo cases he prefers that 
they bhould become acquainted before 
tho die is cast and he has bound him- 
self to he* for better, for worse, by a 
promise. At other times he has a cer- 
tain diflldeiion about introducing them 
to each other till fcheykuow in what po- 
sition she is to stand toward himself, 
and the result IB that he is a little be- 
wildered.

chamber of commerce, Mr. Erastus 
Jraiiiord, had obtained from merchants, 
outfitters and passenger ageuts there 
statements giving the exact figures they 
iharge. Thin is well, but it would be 
letter if the information wore condensed 
nto one document and printed for cir- 
lulatioil.

Certainly they would bo acting against 
their own interest to do so, with Vic- 
toria, Portland and San Francisco 
rivals eagerly waiting to take advautaf, 
of any false step.

The ducks, 
flying to the southward, take up their 
various lines of flight over the lakes of 
the northwestern states, like Minnesota, 
thence down to the Chesapeake marshes, 
or dividing and going to the west of 
the Rocky mountains, they come to the 
feeding grounds which line the great 
marshes at the confluence of tho Sacra- 
mento and San Joaquin rivers. The 
birds come from the same breeding 
grounds, they get the same food in our 
Suisun marshes as 
they do on the 


Chesapeake—to wit, the wild celery, 
Apium graveolens. .tin short, the birds 
are exactly the same. They differ only 
in price.—San Francisco Argonaut.

Among bcioutlsts tho opinion has been 


gciiorul tliat a moderate omouut of sugar, 
liko a jiiodornto amount of salt, bhould 
on tor into the dietary of tho pooplo of each 
nation, but it Is only when tho figures of 
tho consumption of tugar are examined 
that it is soon that tho quantity consumed 
varies radically, and it is a curious fact 
that in those countries iu which the mari- 
timo spirit—tho spirit of navigation, com- 
merce,^ travel and colonization—is strong, 
there is a very eonsiderablo oonsiumptioi 
of sugar por capita, whereas in those couu 
tries in which those qualities aro not pro 
dominant among tho inhabitants tha con 
snmpt-on is smaller. 
In England, first 


among tho maritime nations of the world 
tho consumption of sugar is 80 pounds n 
year for each inhabitant. In Denmark it 
is 45, in Holland 31, in France 30 and in 
fcorwayanel Sweden 25, whereas in Rus- 
sia it is only 10, in Italy 7, In Turkey 7 
in Greece 0 and in Servia 4. The consump- 
tion of sugar seems to have very little con- 
nection with or relation to tho production 
of sugar, for in Austria, tho sugar product 
of which is largo, tho average consumption 
is only 10 pounds, while iu Switzerland 
in which there is no production to speak 
of, it is 44. And another curious phase of 
tho matter is that there is a great disparity 
in tho consumption of sugar in the two 
tea drinking countries, England and Kus- 
sia. Tlio largo amount of sugar consumed 
in Franco is attributed in part to the fact 
that thu French confectioners and candy 
makers, and more especially those doiiie 
business in the city of Pat-is, use in their 
trade enormous quantities of sugar in a 
year, adding abnormally to the average 
consumption of sugar in the French re- 
public.—Now York Sun.

Every Department Goes on Its Own Hook 


In Kemuueratlug Employees. 


"One o.' tho most peculiur things in 


connection with the department serUce " 
remarked a disbursing officer, "is tho al- 
most entire absoiioo of legislation regard- 
ing tho question of when payments are to 
bo made. 
Tho whole matter of paying is 


loft with the head of each department sub- 
ject to any rules which ha wishes to adopt, 
and this is" governed by custom rather than 
by direct or expressed law. Thus in some 
of the branches of the treasury department 
thoro are weekly pay days, notably in the 
redemption dhisdon, while in the others 
there are semimonthly pay clays. In most 
of tho branches of the other departments 
there aro semimonthly paydays, though to 
tho clerks of tho headquarters of the aimy 
in tho war department, who are paid by an 
army paymaster, there is but one pay in 
ouch month. Congress has been appealed 
to timo and time again to regulate pay 
days by legislation, but for somennkuown 
reason it has always refused. 


"Though there aro now, and always 


have been, advocates of frequent pay davs 
it is not sure that weekly pay days aro the 
best for department chirks. 
Getting their 


money in four parts, one-fourth each week 
seriously interferes with them, for, as a 
rule, all of one week's money is expended 
by tho time tho next week comes around 
leaving nothing to pay off their boarding 
house or rent bills, which como duo every 
month. 
All through Euroj e department 


clerks ore paid but once in threo months, 
and it is said they manage to save more 
money by that method than is saved by 
thoso who receive their salary more fre- 
quently. "—St. Louis Globe-Democrat

found what one may call the "letterpress'' 
of the illustrations, circulating as a legend 
in the Friendly islands. A circumstance 
BO remarkable as this coincidence of ideas 
in peoples so far removed both in point of 
distance and of race as tho Tongans and 
the Japanese could not fall to strike one 
deeply interested in tho anthropology of 
Oceanica.

Friendly islands, and although I have n< 
been able to get the story direct from Fi 
orbnmoa, I have not the slightest doub 
that voyagers so hardy as Japanese an 
Polynesians arc famous for having boon i 
past centuries must have had some foun 
elation of fact on which to build so strang 
a tale.

James Chalmers of New Guinea. Here i

At Port Moresby I had heard of a 


woman's land, a land whore only women 
—perfect 
ama?ons—lived 
and 
ruled 


ihese ladies were reported to be exnelleu 
tillers of the soil, splendid canoeists n 
sailing or paddling and quite able to hold 
their own against attacks of tho sterner 
sex, who sometimes tried to invade their 
country. 


"To find so interesting a community 


was of great moment. 
As no part of the 


coast from tho East capo to Port Moresby 
would be left unvisited by us, we were 
certain to come across the nmazonian set- 
tlement. Wo heard that Mailiukolo (Tou- 
lon) canoes with women were numerous, 
nnd some very largo ones with women 
alone. 
In the early morning we wore off 


the island and soon ready to land 
On 


crossing the reef wo met two canoes, one 
with men and one with women. We 
signed to them to go to the vessel, while 
we pulled up to the largo village on the 
north side. 


"As tho boat touched tho fine, hard 


sandy beach a man, the only being in 
sight, ran down and stood in front 
I 


went forward to spring ashore, but he said 
I must not. Finding he knew the Daunai 
dialect, I said to him I must land, that I 
was a friend and gave him a strip of red 
cloth and stepped ashore, when he ran 
away into the bush. 


"At our flrst approach I could only see 


this one man, but now I saw hundreds 
ol grass petticoats on women standing un- 
der tho houses. I could not eeo the upper 
parts of their hodios, only the petticoats 
and feet. 
They were indeed quiet until I 


advanced nearer, when one wild scream 
was given that would try stronger nerves 
than mine and signs to keep away. It re- 
quired more inquisitivcnoss than I pos- 
sessed to proceed. I retired a few paces 
warning the boat's crow to keep a good 
lookout and especially from the bush end 
of the village, where the man ran to. I 
Invited tho dusky damsels to come to me 
if they objected to my visiting them; but 
no, 1 must return whence I came. 
They 


had seen me, that was enough. 
'No, my 


friends; we must meet, and you will have 
some presents.' 


"I held up my beads and red cloth; but, 


strange to say, they seemed to have no 
effect on that strange crowd. I never saw 
so many women together. 
How were we 


to ineotP was the question. 
To be balked 


by them would never do. I threw on the 
beach a piece of red cloth and a few beads 
walked away quite carelessly and appar- 
ently not noticing what was taking place. 
A girl steals from out the crowd, stops 
grosses her hands, pressing her breast.

Barren Australian Plains Suddenly Trans- 


formed Into Flower Gardens. 


The whole of tho interior of Australia is 


not, as some people appear to think, a des- 
ert, it is traversed by river courses, such 
as those of the Finko, Barcoo and War- 
burton, all draining southward toward 
Lake Eyre. 


Nothing could bo more striking than 


the contrast between tho dry and wot sea- 
son, states Professor Baldwin Spencer 
who visited central Australia on a scien- 
tillc mission. 


In the former one travels mile after 


mile over bare, stony plains, with scaicoly 
a sign of plant or animal lifo. 
The sun 


boats down hotly on shining Holds of 
brown and purpln stones, crossed every 
now and then by thin bands of dreary 
looking mulga trees. 


Such plants as there are are compara- 


tively few and far apart. As to tho ani- 
mals, they have to survive as best they 
can; ai.ts, flics and grasshoppers exitt in 
countless numheis anil afford food to liz- 
ards, and perhaps, smaller marsupial rats 
and mice. 


In the rainy season, which may only oc- 


cur once in 18 months, everything is 
changed. 
From the highlands in the cen- 


ter and from every range of hills tho water 
rushes down in torrents. Vast areas, pre- 
viously impassable by reason of drought 
now become impassable from flood With- 
in a fow hours the whole scene is changed 
The water has loosened the hard ground 
and countless animals have appeared. 


Clay pans and water holes are noisy with 


the croaking of frogs; crustaceans hatch 
out with wonderful rapidity from eggs 
which have lain on tho dry ground for it 
may be many months; small inolluska 
buried in clay aro released, and every in- 
habitant of land and water sots to work to 
make the best of its short lifo 
, The ground within a day or'two is green 
w th the leaves of countless seedlings, 
which grow rapidly; birds appear as if by 
magic, and the once dry and silent coun- 
try Is now bright with flowers and foliage 
and animals, all docked out in thoir live- 
liest colors. 


After perhaps a few days the rains oenso 


and the waters quickly become confined to 
the river channels, scouring out holes horo 
and there, where a small supply will re- 
main for a timo after the shallower parts 
have all dried up. 


As the water disappears everything re- 


turns to its arid state, and it is only thoso 
animals and plants that have succeeded in 
reaching a sufficiently far advanced stage 
of growth that have any chance of surviv- 
ing. The weaklings among the plants are 
quickly killed off.-Pall Mall Gazotte.

The Canaea of Cancer. 


There are few diseases that afflict tho 


nrunan family that are more to be dreaded 
than those of a cancerous nature. The 
cancer proper is a most appalling foe to 
life. 
Whether It can be cured Is and al- 


ways has been a debatable question Cases 
are cited where alleged marvelous cures 
have been effected, but this does not to any 
appreciable extent alter the facts in the 
cose that the cancer Is practically incur- 
able once It gets any sort of headway iu 
the system. Thecausesof thisdlsease have 
been so Imperfectly understood that any 
effort at prevention was worse than use- 
less. A French scientist claims to have 
discovered cancer germs'in wood and that 
artisans who work In wood are much 
pore subject to this disease, all things be- 
ing considered, than those'who handle 
most other materials. &aving ince Msri. 
ed on this line of research, ^'found cancer, 
germs to wood and. vegetation"of various 
finds. £lm and willow trees showed a 
Kreater proportion of these germs than' 
£ther woods. In high altitudes qr where 
^rees are not common v.ery few cancer 
perms were found. Fronj ail pi which it 
Appears _that we may be at last on the 
highroad, to some reliable and conclusive 
knowledge upon a subject which has baf- 
8ed the skill of medical eolentlstsforinany 
f ears.—New Vork Ledger.
